PREPARING FOR WAR. 


Disquieting News From Chili Received at 
- Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30.—That the 
American Government officials look with 
suspicion upon the professed intention of the 
new Government of Chili to materially re- 
Guce its land and sea forces immediately 
is evident. President Montt’s state- 
ment that the army and navy 
would be cut down numerically is 
taken here With a grain ofsalt. This is due 
to advices from our navy officers in Chill, 
coupled with information from Europes How 
and from whom this knowledge has come to 
our authorities is not advisable to state. 
There is a great deal of inconsistency between 
what the Chilians say they intendto do and 
what, according to our naval authorities, 
they are doing.

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Advantages Offered by Apples Used as 
Fodder. 


AN EXCELLENT WAY OF DISPOSING OF 
, THE SURPLUS CROP. 


Great Crop of Apples in Illinois and 
What Farmers Should Do With the 
Surplus—The Cider Mill and the Bo- 
vine Mill—How the Pastures May Be 
Saved From Overgrazing. 


MASCOUTAR, Ill., Nov. 30.—This region has 
been favored with a bounteous apple crop, 
and the fruitis nowin a mature state. On 
every dairy farm besides the grafted orchard 
there are scores and hundreds of apple trees 
of the ‘‘natural fruit’? orders scattered 
through field and pasture. These hardy and 
thrifty seedlings hang loaded to the tip of 
every bough with apples of every conceivable 
variety and size. What is the destiny of this 
immense crop of uncultivated fruit? A large 
quantity of it will be gathered and shipped to 
cider and vinegar companies at prices that 
will no more than pay for the labor expended 
in the harvest. Cows eat apples with avidity, 
and as they contain a large per cent of mois- 
ture anda great deal of nutriment they slake 
thirst and feed the physical system. 

The best and most economical way to feed 
apples to stock is to shake the trees in the 
pastures a few at a time as they are eaten up. 
Taken.in connection with the grass they ars 
a grazing and the corn fodder the apples wil! 
prove’a valuable food auxiliary for the cow>. 
It will not pay to sellany raw productof the 
. farm that will serve as profitable food for 
e your domestic animals.‘ The food they must 
i have is either to be purchased or to be forth- 
coming by labor, and so grind your own 
products in your own mill, even if it be a bo- 
‘ vine one. 
| The cows in this section have done finely 
during the fall, but largely at the expense of 
the afterfeed in the meadows, It is too bad 
to see so ruinous a policy continue from year 
. to year in a fine grass region like this. If itis 
thought thatthe rowen, the natural winter 
protector of the meadows, must gointo the 
bovine machine, mow itand feed tothe cows, 
This is preferable to letting the whole herd 
into the meadow, where they will graze the 
feed closely downto the ground and leave 
the tender, bulbous roots of the timothy 
cruelly exposed jo the severity of the winter.

“The one great purpose of free govern- 
ment institutions,’’ said he, ‘%, by a system 
of moral, intellectual, and industrial train- 
ing, carriedon by persons specially chosen 
because of their fitness for the work and in 
accordance with the most approved modern 
methods, entirely free from partisan or sec- 
tarian control, to fit the rising generation of 
American Indians for the responsibilities and 
privileges of freedom. 

‘‘Buta movement originated some years 
ago, undoubtedly with a worthy: purpose, 
which has proveda very damaging and dan- 
gerous experience for both the Indian and 
forthe nations—farming out Indian educa- 
tion to the various reiigious sects, The sys- 
tem has aroused not simply disputes between 
the Government and the authorities of de- 
nominations that élaim a right to control in 
the matter of Indian education, under au- 
thority given or assumed to be given by act 
of Congress, but has aroused throughout the 
nation denominational rivalries, jealousies 
and animosities, which it was the aim of the 
first amendment to the National Constitution 
to prevent, and which every departure from 
its spirit is sure to awake. 

**Let us not make an attempt at the so- 
lution of the question of Indian education 
which embarrasses the solution of the broader 
questions, Let us not make him the prey of 
denominational bickerings. Give him the 
American public school or its equivalent and 
then let religious denominations prove their 
faith by their works and try to Christianize 
him. The controversies concerning sectarian 
appropriations will continue becausea vital 
and fundamental principle animateg it and 
the welfare ofthe Indian will be case herd er 
unless this partnership of the Government 
with religious denominations is dissolved. 
These Indlansare the wardsof the nation 
and we cannotescape the responsibility for 
their education. Confusion will necessarily 
result unless there is uniformity tn the edu- 
cational system. Let the nation do its work 
of education and trust to the churches, as it 
does with other classes of the population, 
for Christianization. It isa notable fact that 
the results of the sectarian contract system 
have been very questionable in many places. 
‘*The national government introducing the 
common school system among the Indians 
and making attendance compulsory, recog- 
nizes, as it ought, the free public school sys- 
tem as a national American institution. And 
it would seem that the churches ought to en.- 
courage the national government to 
take such desirable action Seif 
respect ought to make them Keep their hands 
out of the national treasury, whether they 
be Protestants or Romanists.’’ 


IMMIGRATION EVILS, 


REV. THOS. J. DIXON SOUNDS A NOTE OF WARN- 
ING. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The Rev. Thos. Dixon, 
Jr., preced his sermon in Association Hall 
yesterday with remarks about the immigra- 
tion sensation brought to light by Commis- 
sioner Schultie’s trip to this country in the 
steerage. He said: ‘*During the past few 
years there has been pouring from some- 
where astream of deadly poison into the 
heart of the American nation. It has resulted 
in polluting and debauching the nation’s life 
at its center of civilization. The atmosphere 
of our great cities has become fetid with the 
death-dealing air of a moral plague.

The first and 
most comm§n practice is by the use of some 
abrasive material, and the process Is usually 
termed scouring. Another method is bs 

hemical action, py the application of some 
chemical applied in solution, which has @ 


high affinity for oxygen and wnich withdraws 
the rene, leaving the iron particles free. 
One of the best compounds for such purposes 
is given by the Chronique Industrielle as pow 
lows: Potassium cyanide, 15 grammes, = 
soap, 15 grammes; whiting, 30 grammes, an 
sufficient water to form the ingredients 
into aie paste. This is to be _ ap- 
plied as a scouring material and well rubbed 
over the rusted surface, after whicn it is to 
be thoroughly wiped off anda cqating of oil 
applied to stop further action. The active 
material in this composition in the potassium 
cyanide, which has the strongest dedxidizing 
property of any substance with which we are 
acquainted; and, further, it is one of the 
most poisonous substances Known, the base 
being potassium, which Is combined with 
cyanic acid, and cyanic acid is so poisonous 
that it is extremely dangerous to use it in 
any manner unless partially neutralized by 
combination with some other substance, as 
in the present case. It is suggested that 
when using this compound the hand should 
be free from cuts of any kind.

Jetties of Tampico. 


AN INTERESTING CITY WHICH I8 BEING 


AMERICANIZED. 


The Most Magnificent Scenery in the 
World—A Ride Through the Canyon— 
The Panuco Jetties and What Will 
Come of Them—FEathing on thé Beach— 


A Mexican Newspaper Man. 


Special Corresvonce of the PostT-DISPATCH. 

TaMPICO, Mexico, Nov. 2.—We arrived in 
Tampico on time this evening after a run of 
over eighteen hours from fan Luis Potosi, 
the distance being 668 kilometers, or 417 miles. 
This branch of the Mexican Central road has 
been completed about nineteen months, Dut 
is almost entirely unknown to Americans, the 
regular tourist and guide-book maker not 
having as yet traveled over it. Wehad been 
told that the scenery on this line was wilder, 
prettier and grander than any on the 
Vera Cruz road, but we all said no, 
that that could not be. The most of the 
St. Louisexcursionists had traveled among 
the Alps and Appenines of Europe and been 
over all the mounte2in passes and through all 
the canyons traversed by the railroads that 
cross the Rocky Mountains, and seen in fact 
about everything in the way of mountain 
scenery On exhibition in both hemplispheres, 
and it was their opinion that the scenery 
along the Vera Cruz -road was not 
surpassed by that of any other 
railroad in this or any other country. But 
they have all changed their minds 
sincethen. The ride down the Choy canyon 
to-day was the grandest and most interest- 
ing any ofus have enjoyed. The beautiful 
scenery began, In fact, at Cerritos, long be- 
fore the canyon was reached, but most of the 
excursionists were stillasleep, tired out by 
the sight-seeingand banquet of the day be- 
fore, the banquet baving lasted untill after 11 
o’clock. 

T. ©. Owens, who halls from Delaware, 0., 
stopped the train toenable usto get a good 
view of the Micos Falls, a thousand or more 
feet below us atthe bottom of the canyon. 
There isa succession 


200 feet each and they make a most 
Deautiful sight 23s viewed from the 
side of the canyon above. From the 
point at which we  stood—a bend in 


the canyon—we could see the falls in one dl- 
rection and in almost the opposite direction 
the canyon opened out into as pretty a valley 
as mortal eye ever rested upon. Imagine, if 
you can, a natural amphitheater from thirty 
to forty miles in diameter witha circular 
range of bigh hills as the circumference, and 
a succession of still higher hills—four ranges 
as seen irom our position—beyond, rising one 
above the other, and portions of the mount- 
ains hid here and there by Nght fleecy clouds, 
and you willhavea picture that will resem- 
ble the one we saw from Monkey Falls 
if you fill in the details with’ the 
proper blending of colors. The valley is cov- 
ered with vevetation, a forest of tropical 


trees and underbrush so dense that no per- 
son could pass throughit without first cut- 
ting the brushaway. The leaves had begun 
to turn in color, which of course added tothe 


beauty ol the picture as seen from the rall- 
road track, For the next three or four hours 
we wound around the mountainous circum- 
ference of this tropical valley ina zigzag 


way, ever having the valley and the moun- 
tains beyond in view, but with the picture 
constantly changingin its details. In this 
dense forest of tropical trees—palms, ma- 
hogany, rosewood, oak, ebony and others 


whose names Il can’t recall—but one piece of 
cultivated ground could be seen. From the 
mountains above it looked as if this patch of 
grass or whateverit was tight belong toa 
hacienda, although no habitation was in 
sight. The patch may be and probably ts a

hannel 30 feet deep and 1,000 feet wide in its 
narrowed place, extending from the mouth 
of the Panuco River to Tampico, and in _ 
fora distance of many miles beyond. The 
Panuco is navigable for s@me two hundred 
miles and drains all of that portion of 


the countr ing east of the Sierra 
Madre pened Tteome San Luis Potosi 
down to Mount Urizaba. It is 


a branch of this river that is to receive the 
drainage of the City of Mexico. The largest 
branch of the Panuco is the Tamesi, which 
empties into it just above Tampico and is 
navigable for a distance of sixty miles. The 
Tamesi is formed by six streams, which drain 
the State of Tamanlipas, Then there isa 
canal from Tampico tO Tuxpam, sixty miles 
down the coast, and another one connecting 
Tampico with Ozuluama, The Tuxpam har- 
bor bas a bar something like theone which 
has heretofore obstructed the harbor at 
Tampico, and as it was much cheaper to make 
a cana! out of the lagoon and streams already 
connecting the two cities in part than 
to remove the bar at Tuxpam, the canal was 
made. ; 


view of the harbor and surrounding country 
from the top of the light-house, built -by a 
Pennsylvania company, we were invited to 
the handsome residence of Col. A, F. Wrot- 
nowski, the resident engineer in charge of 
the work, where a fine dinner had been pre- 
pared for us. 
BATHING ON THE BEACH. 

Before returning to Tampico the most of us 
spent an hourortwo in gathering shells on 
the beach and bathing in the surf. Avery 
pretty beach:has been formed just north of 
the jetties since the improvement of the har- 
bor was begun, and in a few years 
it will be a popular bathing 
sort for Americans in the winter. 
opinion has the hearty indorsement 
Messrs. Crunden, Conzieman, Gore, Hafner, 
Mekeel, Parker, Schraubsta@dter and Wall, all 
of whom enjoyed the breakers of Tampico 
beach as they never enjoyed breakers before. 

The ride back to town was made ina tug 
boat and this was another interesting f ture 
of our visitto Tampico, giving us, as if "did, 
a splendid view of Tampico’s magnificent 


harbor. At the jettles we had seen 
several foreign steamers out in _ the 
gulf, including a Ward liner from New 


York and as we neared Tampico we saw sev- 
eral large sailers that had crossed the bar 
and were unloading atthe docks. In a few 
weeks from n the Ward steamers will also 
cross the bar and tie up at the docks, as they 
are waiting fpr only one more foot of Water. 
Eventually the entire shore line on both sides 
of the river between Tampico and the jetties 
will be converted into a wharf, for there is 
doubt whatever that Tampico is to become 
the greatest and most important seaport of 
Mex.co. : 
AN INTERESTING CITY. 

Tampico is a very interesting o'd city, and 
several columns might be written about It 
without exbausting the subject. The follage 
of the trees in the plaza is so thick that one 
is scarcely able to see the sky through it. 


The Alameda is being turned into 
a big flower garden, and In a 
few weeks will have a new set 
of walks for promenading. A handsome

Six feet long lacking two inches, or 
six feet longer than the 
Jongest carever taken over the road, and 
aithough all necessary measurements of the 


car and wheels had been taken atthe City of 
Mexico and our safety assured by thg officers 
ofthe road, some of the party breathed a 
great deal more easily and freely when the 
tunnels and short curves had all been passed. 
‘The wheels grated harshly at times, but the 
Irucks held the tracks andthe smoke stacks 
Cleared the rocks in the tunnels by several 
inches. 

The last hour or two of our ride was made 
after dark, and I don’t khow how we got out 
oI the big valley, surrounded by hiiis, but 
suppose we followed the stream out of the 
mountains into the plain bordering en the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

HE, JETTIES. 

jetties at the mouth jof the 
Panuco River, just below Tampico, wasa 
great treat for all of us. We rode tothe 
works inour Pullman car and were then 
taken outon the north jettyon a couple ot 
flat cars which were used as observation 
cars. A **norther’’ was blowing at the time 
and the breakers dashed against the piles of 
the trestle work and the jetty so hard that 
some of the excursionists onthe cars gota 
g00d wetting. Then thetrain was stopped 
and backed back to land anda tug boat 
taken. We rode out to the end of the jetties 
inthe boat, with Mr. Beneke atthe whee! 
the regular pilot giving him an opportunity 
to show that he had not forgotten his ear] 
calling, The sea was pretty rough 
and the littie tug pranced about considera- 
ly but we all enjoyed the ride very much and 
50 Taras heard trom, all proved to be good 
sailors, Orin other words nobody fed the 
Sharks. Upon returning we landed on the 
south bank of the river and again took a 
train, this time going out to the end or the 
south jetty.

The Daughter of an African’ Chieftain 


Mysteriously Disappears. 


New YORK, Nov. 30.—Fifteen years ago Mr. 
and Mrs. Frederick Daney of London arrived 
at Cape Town, Africa. They had just been 
married and had sailed direct from England 
to Africa, and had resolved to make a tour 
into the interior. The following history of 
events that followed their appearance in 
South. Africa was picked up yesterday in 
Schraalenburgh, N. J.: The flerce and sav- 
age Zulu tribes .were waging war with one 
another, and against white people in gen- 
eral.

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A TRAIL OF RUIN 


A Warrant Issued for the Arrest of 
Edward M. Field. 


ONLY $2,500 TO BALANCE THE BANK’s 
‘MISSING THOUSANDS. 


Mystery Surrounding the Condition and 
Whereabouts of the Financier—Insanity | 


‘the Only Explanation of the Wild Speoc- 
ulation—Maverick Directors Before a 
Grand-Jury—Fallures. 


New York, Dec. 1.—Warrants were Issued 
late yesterday afternoon by Supreme 
Court Judge Pratt of Brooklyn for the arrest 
of Rdward M.Field, Daniel A. Lindley, John 
¥F. Wiechers and Herman C. Hilmers, com- 
posing the firm of Field, Lindley, Wiechers & 
Co. The warrants were granted on un applica. 
tion and affidavit presented by Lawyer Ward 
on behalf, it is said, of R. E. Dietz, a creditor 
of the firm, - The affidavit sets up dishonest 
dealings by the wholesale and fraud. It ts no 
longer doubtful that wholesale and fraudu- 
lent rehypothecation of securities was tn- 
dulged in. Edward M. Field was the guilty 
man and his partners are only culpable In so 
far as they allowed themselves to be de- 
celved. Mr. Wiechers said yesterday that he 
belleved the flrm was making money and that 
Field promised that he would present to each 
of the partners $300,0000n Christmas, which 
he claimed the firm had earned. 

Cyrus A. Field, father of the unlucky spec- 
uiator, is In an extremely critical condition. 
The chances are against his recovery. Mr. 
Field’s daughter, Mrs. Lindley, is also very 
ill, with n@fhope of recovery. There is mys 
teryin the whereabouts of Edward Field, 
whose financiering has left such a trail of 
wreck and ruin, It is said by some members 
of the family thatthe unfortunate man isin 
a private insane asylum, while others state 
that he isin his own house guarded by at- 
tendants. That he is under restraint at some 
place there fs little doubt. Up toa late hour 
last night noarrests had been made. They 
will probably occur this morning. Ball has 
been fixed in the case at $50,000. 

Sydney Dillon, President of the Unton Pact- 
fic Co,, Made an important statement yes. 
terday. He was asked in regard to the skep- 
ticism prevailing among certain Wall street 
men as to the ignorance of the Union Pacific 
officials that their securities were to be re- 
hypothecated. It had even been charged, he 
was told,that they had caused the repledging 
ofthe bonds. ‘‘That is mottrue,’’ said Mr. 
Dillon. ‘*We never authorized their 
rehypothecation, It is said that when the 
company repaid a.portion of its loan. and re- 
ceived back some of the securities that the 
numbers of.certificates did not correspond 
with those placed and that this would have 
exposed the rehypothecation. That it is not 
true; we never knew of the rehypothecation 
until after tbe Jailure. Then we discovered 
that they had been repledged for more than 
the amount of the loan.’’ Mr. Dillon sald 
the railroad company would not lose much, 
as the bonds have since increasedin value. 
They can be gold out and the advance In price 
will make up the difference.

Those 
persons who have made the statement that 
Edward M. Field is not insane would change 
their opinion at once if they could only see 
the unfortunate man. It would make their 
hearts bfeed if they could see him sometimes. 
He is an old and dear friend of mine, as well 
asa patient, and it almost brings tears to my 
eyes sometimes when I see his deplorable 
condition. If he were only aware of some of 
the unpleasant things that are being said 
aout him I know he would go raving crazy. 
itlis a mystery to me how Mr. Field, during 
the last three months, handled the extensive 
business of his firm with such skill, but ft 
appears that his insanity made him all the 
more shrewd.’’ 

Cytus W. Field, Jr., who was seen by a re- 
porter at his father’s house last evening, de- 
nied that there had been any conference at 
the Field house on Sundey. His father was 
too ill on Sunday, he said, to take part in any 
business transactions, andhe did not leave 
his bed during the entire day. ‘‘My father 
is confined to nis bed, my sister is tn the 
same house seriously ill, my brother is out of 
his head ang my mother has just been laid 
away inthe grave.
